The guards, agreed to return 
to their duties after 90 mjnutes 
Monday. They met with Gov. 
Marvin Mandel who -told 
newsmen that he "made no 
commitments in the inmates, 
but we said there would be no 
physical or mental reprisals. " 

Some 200 inmates were 
involved in the riot at the 
maximum security' facility in 
Baltimore that started at the 
noon meal Monday. 

The inmates held the prison 
for about five hours, burning 
one building and taking four 
hostages.
